The Annual CSO Report shall: summarize CSO discharges for the year; provide
operational status of the overflow structures including water quality impacts and effects
of overflows on downstream users; explain frequency of inspections and maintenance
activities; list any dry weather overflows (DWOs) and corrective actions taken to
eliminate DWOs; and supply a progress report on the Nine Minimum Controls and Long-

Term Control Plan.
